Tom Fullove said, “The U.S. Gupreme Court will uphold 
Judge (Robert) Duncan’s order, we believe, based on the 
information we have. And that will mean busing.” 

Fullove said, “The Court is not going to send down in its 
order saying ‘this is a busing order.’ The Supreme Court 
will send down a desegregation order.” 

According to Fullove, Duncan's plan for desegregating 
the public schools, which includes busing, “is the best 
plan on the scene in this country today” because it 
mandates the busing of black and white students across 
all economic lines.

Without the financial help and unity of 
this. pioneering effort, many Black 
colleges could not have survived. ‘ 

The number of Black Colleges-now 
served by this fund is forty-one.

Upon these graduates and students 
rest the sibility of contributing 
financially to these colleges so that other 
Blacks like them can have the benefit of a 
college education.

And 
employers who participate in this plan would 
be better able to compete in the future, for 
they would be hiring and training young peo- 
ple in skills essential to their business. 

Much depends on how corporations fulfill 
their hiring objectives. If they just throw kids 
on the payroll and give them make-work jobs, 
they'll:-be programming for failure. But if they 
make every effort to provide the youngsters 
with support services and skill training, and 
track. them onto job experiences leading to 
skilled jobs, they'll be ensuring the program's 
success. 

Businesses everywhete are complaining 
that they can't find enough skilled craftsman 
and trained workers. The market for those 
jobs is tight and wages rising. By tapping the 
enormous pool of disadvantaged young peo- 
ple and training them, the labor shortage for 
some kinds of jobs would end. 

Finally, this plan is important because it is 
purely a private sector venture. Business lead- 
ers are all too often reluctant to undertake 
programs with social implications unless the 
government gives them a subsidy or holds 
their hands. At the same time, they complain 
about federal interference with the private 
sector. Well, here's a chance to do something 

’ that helps solve social problems, benefits the 
corporation, and doesn’t involve government 
“red tape or direction. “ 

Mr, Mahoney's plan represents a. major 
challenge and opportunity to the corporate 
community.

Backed By BEDO 
In Ohio House 


The Black Elected 
Democrats of Ohio 
(BEDO) announced this 
week support of a bill intro- 
duced by Rep. Les Brown 
in the Ohio House over 
strong objection of Ohio 
labor union bosses. 

The measure, H.B. 544, is 
designed to appeal the 
state law that requires con- 
tractors to. pay the prevail- 
ing wages in the county or 
the closest county to the 
job site. 

Rep. C.J. McLin, BEDO 
chairman said “we ardently 
support this anti-inflation 
measure and will use all of 
our influence to get it 


approved by the Ohio, 


Legislature this year.” 
“This law, which has 
been on the books since 
1953, has the effect of 
pushing costs of public 
construction to the highest 
possible; levels. This, in 
turn, has cost the taxpayers 
excessive amounts of 
money or deprived them of 
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needed public facilities,” 
Brown explained. 

“It is a time we abolish 
inflationary measure from 
the books. This law has 
clerly outlived its useful- 
ness and nowis a detriment 
to the people of Ohio.” 

Brown said the statute, a 
direct outcropping of the 
Federal Davis-Bacon Act of 
1931, was enacted to pre- 
vent itinerant contractors 
from importing low-wage 
crews from distnt points to 


- displace tocal- workers in 


government construction. 

“But, with our inflatina 
spiral out of hand and wit 
government construction 
costs increasing from $76.4 
billion to over $153.7 billion 
in the last twelve years, it is 
time to remove this burden 
from our people.” 

Brown cited the follow- 
ing examples to clarify his 
point: 

“The- tegislation dele- 
gates the power to the 
union to control the-pre- 
vailing rate in the neighbor- 
hood, even over the actual 
prevailing wage rate in the 
ara. 

For instance, the average 
wage paid a laborer might 
be $10 an hour, but if there 
is.a union contract in the 


-area_that_provides for $20 


an hour, that becomes the 
‘prevailing wage.’ 
“Furthermore, if in a 
small county there is no 
union contract in effect, 
although the true prevail- 
ing wage may be $7 an 
hour, this law would neces- 
sitate using the union rate 
in the nearest city where a 
contract is in effect--which 
could be as high as $17 an 
hour or more.’ ~ 
Brown also said the cur- 
rent law can cause a con- 
tractor “to lose money ona 
job.” 
. “If he secures bids for 
material and secures a cer- 
tification trom the Depart- 
ment oi Industrial Relat- 
ions as to the prevailing 
wage rates in the locale of 
the project, then he sub- 
mits his bid and is awarded 
the project. ©

Black Americans can tell you about the 
great feats of boxing champions Joe Louis, 
“Sugar Ray” Robinson, Henry Armstrong, 
and Muhammad Ali.

WASHINGTON, D.C. -- 
The Federal effort to 
-discrimi- 
nation’is inadequate, and a 
comprehensive,—coordi- 
nated strategy to secure 
fair housing does not exist, 
the U.S. Commission on 
Civil Rights charges. 

The Commission's 
assessment is contained in 
a 235-page report, “The 
Federal Fair Housing 
Entorcement Effort,” which 
was released on the 
eleventh anniversary of the 
signing of the first Federal 
law banning housing 
discrimination. 

The Commission says 
fair 
housing enforcement 
effort suffers from three 
principal interrelated 
deficienciés: a weak fair

— federal agencies to carry 


out their responsibilities, 
and inadequate appropria- 
tions for enforcement. 

As a result, it adds, many 
Americans “continue to be 
denied a decent home and 
a_ suitable living -environ- 
ment because of unlawful 
discrimination.”

Commission evaluates: the 

fforts of the Departments 
f Housing and Urban 
evelopment (HUD). 
Justice, Defense, the 
Federal Reserve Board, the 
Comptroller of the 
Currency, the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corpor- 
ation, the Federal Home 
;toan-—Bank—Board,_the 
Veterans, Farmers Home, 
and General Services 
Administrations, and other 
agencies that affect 
housing opportunities in 
their. 
programs or regulatory 
operations. 

it notes some improve- 
ments in the Federal fair 
housing effort but calis 
progress sporadic and 
isolated 

HUD is responsible for 
overall administration ~ of 
the primary Federal fair 
housing Jaw -- Title Vill of 
the 1968 Oivil Rights Act, 
which prohibits housing 
discrimination based on 
race, color, sex and 
national origin. But the law 
does not give HUD the 
power to enforce the Act. 

The Department of 

Justice (DOJ) can litigate 
when there is a violation of 
Title Vill. However, it can 
do so only when there is a 
“pattern or practice” of 
discrimination or a “group 
of. persons” have been 
denied equal housing 
rtunities.

DOJ ‘has initiated only 
slightly more than 300 suits 
since the law was passed 
11. years ago, most 
involving discrimination in 
apartment rentals and 
racial steering. Few cases’ 
have been initiated 
involving issues such as 
mortgage and insurance 
redlining and exclusionary 
zoning. 

Other Federal agencies 
charged with ensuring 
equal housing opportunity 
have not adequately 
carried out this duty. For 
example: 

-- The four’ financial 
regulatory agencies have 
not taken sufficient 
corrective action when 
Title Vil! was violated, and 
have not adequately 
monitored tenders’ pro- 
mised remedial steps. 

-- The Veterans Adminis- 
tration (VA) relies on 
certifications of non- 
discrimination from its 
program_participants, but 
fails to monitor compliance 
with these fair housing 
certificates. There is also 
considerable evidence that 
the VA itself discriminates 
against minorities. its 
Statistics show that of the 
2.460 direct mortgage 
loans made in 1976, blacks 
received 45 or 1.8 percent 
and hispanics, 24 or 1.0 per 
cent. 

-- The Farmers Home 
Administration. (FmHA) 
also does not have an 
adequate program to 
monitor its participants’ 
compliance with fair 
housing requirements. 
Further, evidence from a 
variety of sources found 
agency-financed rural 
development projects 
segregated ty race A 
General Accounting Office 
study cited 89 of 116 
racially segregated — pro- 
jects. 

-- The Defense Depart- 
ment does not have 
adequate provisions for 
correcting the Title Vill 
violations it finds.

Alleged_use . ‘of deadly 
force by police: and the 
reaction of minorities: was a 
major source of racial 
unrest in the nation in 1978, 
according to the 1978 
Annual Report.of the U.S. 
Department’’of ~Justice's 
Community Relations 
Service (CRS). 

The report, released 
today, covers. CRS’ 
conciliation and mediation 
activities from October, 
1977, to October, 1978. 

Addressing. the deadly 
force issue in a foreword, 
CRS Director Gilbert G. 
Pompa stated that, 


“Whether police: routinely ” 
and unnecessarily use’ 


such force against minority 
groups .was ‘Clearly the 
major issue. affecting 
police-minority relations” 
in 1978. 

Of 1,353 potentially 
serious racial incidents to 
which CRS repsonded, 
approximately one-third 
involved disputes between 
minority groups and 
police. A majority of those 
were cases in which biacks, 
Hispanics, or other 
minorities charged that 
police had no justification 
for the force used, the 
report said. 

The report stated that the 
excessive-force issue “is 
primarily a question of 
police-use—of-firearms:tt 
added that, “blacks and 
Hispanics. are dispropor- 
tionately represented 
among those fatally shot.” 

Excessive-force com- 
plaints from. Hispanics 
increased by. about 50 
percent over 1977, 
according to Mr. Pompa. tn 
one response, CRS 
brought Texas police 
chiefs and Mexican 
American leaders together 
to explore ways to reduce 
police-Hispanic friction. 

As a result, a series of 
regional meetings will be 
held in 1979.at which Texas 
law enforcement execu-

Commemorated by UN; Nigerian Is Speaker 


NEW YORK (NNPA) -- As 
the International Anti- 
Apartheid Year drew to a 
close last week, the United 
Nations convened a 
solemn meeting, 
commemorating the 19th 
anniversary of the Sharp- 
sville Massacre in which 
69 were killed and hun- 
dreds wounded as they 
peacefully demonstrated 
against the hated pass- 
laws. 

This ted the U.N. 
Security Council to first 
consider the situation in 
‘South Africa-as a threat to 
world peace and security. 

In his opening remarks 
on the observance, Am- 
bassador Leslie Oo. 
Harriman of Nigeria, 
current president of the 
Security Council as well as 
chairman of the Special 
Committee against Apar- 
theid, stated, “! cannot but

be acutely conscious, as 
we meet on this solemn oc- 
casion, that .the. struggle 
against. Apartheid is the 
struggle for the redemp- 
tion of Africa. 

“Through five centuries, 
it has suffered slavery, 
colonialism, racism and 


Africa, including the 
various resolutions- adop- 
ted by it. He indicated that 
the body is presently con- 
sidering yet another com- 
plaint of aggression 
against South Africa: 
Referring to the work of 
the Special Committee 


humiliation. imposed by 
alien settlers, freebooters 
and conquerors in_ the 
most shameful chapter in 
the entire human history,” 
he declared.

In the early 1930's such 
literary greats as Countee 
Cullen and James Weidon 
Johnson entertained 
audiences with poetry 
readings and lectures.

That turning 
point was marked by such 
special presentations as a 
feading by Dr. Johnson of 
“Crucifixion” from God's
